JUNIOR FIELD WORK 


The junior students are spending the period from February 9th 
to March 7th in field work. A number are assigned to branches and 
divisions of The New York Public Library as is customary, but circum- 
stances of the year have resulted in the sending of more students than 
usual to other libraries. Within New York several are serving at the 
Washington Square Library of New York University, one at the Ref- 
erence department of Columbia University library, one at the library 
of the National Industrial Conference Board, two at the library of the 
Horace Mann School, and one at the library of the Girls’ High School. 
The Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant research at Yonkers has 
received one student in its library, as have also the East Orange Free 
Library and the Art department of the Newark Public Library. Stu- 
dents also have been assigned to the library of Rutgers University, to 
the City Library Association, Springfield, Massachusetts, to the Sibley 
Musical Library, Rochester, N. Y., and to the libraries of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital and of the Chelsea Naval Hospital at Boston. 


AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION MEMBERSHIP 


The Handbook of the American Library Association is in a con- 
siderable measure a Who’s Who of librarians. Inclusion in it follows 
membership in the Association. Former students who are not members 
of the American Library Association may wish to consider the profes- 
sional value of being listed in the Handbook. ‘This is not the only 
advantage of belonging to the American Library Association, but it is 
a very material one. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN LIBRARY EDUCATION 


Doubtless most former students are familiar with the efforts being 
made through the American Library Association to improve the facili- 
ties for preparing librarians for their work. The Temporary Library 
Training Board, after functioning for a year, was succeeded last sum- 
mer by the Board of Education for Librarianship, as a result of action 
of the Council of the American Library Association at the Saratoga 
Springs Conference. Since that time the Board has visited most of the 
library schools, has held one open meeting, and has conferred exhaus- 
tively on the matters before it. Its attention is being directed mainly 
to the revising of curricula, to the problem of credentials, to the proj- 
ects for advanced instruction, and to the question of recruiting. 
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At the open meeting of the Board held in Chicago on December 
31st, 1924, representatives of the Alumni Associations of the various 
library schools were asked to take places on the program. Miss Marie 
A. Newberry participated in the discussion, having been designated by 
President McCombs to speak for the Alumni Association of the Library 
School of The New York Public Library. Subsequently the Board has 
asked for nominations of several alumni of each library school with a 
view to gaining from them comments as to present practice in their par- 
ticular schools; and a number of former students who have been en- 
rolled since 1920 are presumably to be called upon for constructive 
criticism. 

The work of the Board of Education for Librarianship promises 
to be far-reaching. It is being undertaken in a broad way and with 
reference not only to desirable ends, but with full appreciation of the 
difficulties which both libraries and library schools experience in dis- 
covering the most competent candidates and giving them the most suit- 
able preparation. The greater the interest which the profession at large 
develops in the activities of the Board, the better are the prospects for 
stronger library schools and improved library service.
